A Bill further to amend the Salary , Allowances and Pension of Members

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Joint Committee on Salary and Allowances of M . Ps, has made a 
number of recommendations for increasing the allowances and facilities 
of Members of Parliament. It is proposed to implement some of the 
recommendations as accepted by the Government with regard to : 

(i) increase in the salary and daily allowance ; 

(ü ) rail travel of M .Ps., their companions and spouse 
in AC II tier ; 

( ili) air travel facilities to M .Ps, from the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands and Lakshadweep and their spouseg oro companion ; 

( iv ) travel by the highest class by steamer (without diet) by 
spouse or companion of M . Ps . from the Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands and Lakshadweep ; 

(v ) air travel by spouse of M .Ps. from a place other than the 
usual place of residence of the MP. to Delhi and vice versa ; 

( vi) air journey accompanied either by spouse or companion 
between Ladakh and Delhi; 

( vii) provision or an office expense allowance ; 

(viii ) payment of pension to widow / dependant of a Mem . 
ber dying in harness; 

( ix ) road mileage allowance for journeys of spouses of M .P8.

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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 
The Bill seeks to amend various provisions of the Act to provide for 
(i) increase in the Salary from Rs. 1000 to Rs . 1500 per month ; 
(1 ) increase in the rate of Daily Allowance from Rs. 75 per diem to 
Rs. 150 per diem ; (ii) Rail travel of M .Ps., their companions and 
spouses in AC II Tier; ( iv ) Air travel facilities to Members of Parlia . 
ment from islands and their spouse or companion ; ( v ) Travel by the 
highest class by steamer (without diet) by Spouse or companion of 
Members of Parliament from islands ; (vi) Air journey accompanied 
elther by spouse or companion between Ladakh and Delhi; ( vli ) Pay 
ment of an Office Expense Allowance , ( viii ) Payment of pension to 
widow / dependant of a Member dying in harness ; and (ix ) Payment of 
Road Mileage for journeys of spouses of Members of Parliament when 
they do not accompany the Members of Parliament. 

2. The above provisions would involve a recurring expenditure from 
the Consolidated Fund of India to the tune of Rs. 4 crores per annum 
approximately . 

3 . The provisions of the Bill will not involve any other expenditure 
elther recurring or non -recurring . 


MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 
Clause 8 of the Bill seeks to amend section 8 of the Salary , Allow 
ances and Pension of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 to provide for 
payment of art office expense allowance by rules made by the Joint 
Committee under section 9 of the Act. Rules under section 9 are made 
in consultation of the Central Government. The delegation of legisla . 
tive power is , theretore, of a normal character .
